WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP)

son has put on the public record 
his estimate of the charges by 
Senator McCarthy ‘Rep.), Wis- 
consin, that the State Depart- 
ment is infested by Communists, 

Those charges, Acheson says, 
are a “mad and bitter operation” 
deliberately set in motion “to try 
to destroy the confidence of the 
people in their foreign office and 
in their government in one of the 
most critical hours of this coun- 
try’s history.” 

Acheson characterized the 
charges as a “filthy business,” and 
said that he hoped he never would 
have to refer to them again. 

Remarks Made Public. 

The Secretary of State’s bitter 
attack on the Wisconsin Republi- 
can was made Saturday night in 
an off-the-record section of his 
address before the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors. The 
State Department yesterday made 
public that part of his address. 

Acheson did noi refer to Mc- 
Carthy by name. But al. present 
knew the target of his attack. 

McCarthy was present and 
heard Acheson’s remarks. He 
told a reporter later he was “very 
much disappointed” and con- 
tinued: 

“The speech was disturbing in 
that it indicates he goes along 
100 per cent with the Truman- 
Tydings McMahon line that the 
real criminals are those who try 
to expose and get rid of Com- 
munists and perverts in the State 
Department. 

He referred to President Tru- 
man, who has brushed aside 
McCarthy’s charges, and to Sena- 
tors Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, 
and McMahon (Dem.), Connecti- 
cut, members of the Senate For- 
eign Relations subcommittee 
which has been investigating 
them. 

The Right and Wrong Way. 

Acheson led up to his attack 
on McCarthy by discussing what 
he called the right way and the 
wrong way of trying to detect 
subversives in the State Depart- 
ment. 

The right way, he said, is 
through the loyalty program set 
up by former Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall in 1947. He 
asserted that the department now 
has an organization “of people 
which is loyal to those within it, 
which is loyal to the President 
of the United States, and which 
is leyal to the United States of 
America.” 

“The ‘wrong way,” Acheson 
said, “is to smear everybody’s 
reputation; to make charges on 
the basis that, if one is not right, 
you try to find another one you 
hope will stick; to try to destroy 
the confidence of the people in 
their foreign office and in their 
government in one of the most 
critical hours of this nation’s his- 
tory—tu do all of those things 
and to make it absolutely certain 
as a result that under no cir-

SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS NEW 
TRIAL FOR DAIRIES 


Refuses to Review Lower 
Bench’s Reversal of 
Price - Fixing Convic- 
tions. 


The United States Supreme 
Court today refused to review ac- 


tion by the Court of Appeals in 
setting aside the conviction of 
Pevely Dairy Co. and St. Louis 
Dairy Co. for conspiring to fix 
milk prices. 

After the appellate court on 
Dec. 13 ordered a new trial, set- 
ting aside fines of $5000 levied 
against the dairies, attorneys for 
the Justice Department asked the 
Supreme Court to reverse the 
Court of Appeals. 

Basis for the reversal by. the 


“appellate court was that the ver- 


dict was not supported by the 
evidence. The Government at- 
torneys, on the other hand, con- 
tended the upper court was sub- 
stituting its judgment for the dis- 
trict court jury which returned 
the guilty verdict. 

The Justice Department’s anti- 
trust division, which directed 
prosecution in the first trial, must 
now determine whether to have 
another: trial or to dismiss the 
charges. Six overt acts were set 
out in the indictment in which 
the dairies were alleged to have 
effected the conspiracy. Dates of 
these acts, from July 3, 1946, to 
Jan. 27, 1948, were one on which 
the price of milk was changed in 
St. Louis. In six instances, the 
price was increased. 


CHURCHILL HITS 
AT LABOR POLICIES 
AS ‘CLASS WARFARE’ 


LONDON, April 24 (AP)—Win- 


ston Churchill made charges of 
“class hatred” and “class warfare” 
against the Labor Government to- 
day in debate over the proposed 
budget. 

While he signified approval of 
somep roposals made by Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Sir Staf- 
ford:Cripps, Churchill was vehe- 
ment in his general denunciation 
of Labor’s financial policies. 

Churchill, leader of the con- 

servative opposition, promised in 
the House of Commons that his 
party would vote against increased 
gasoline taxes and a one-third 
tax on commercial vehicles on 
Wednesday when the budget pro- 
posals come up for a piecemeal 
vote. : 
This was an indication that the 
Conservatives would not seek a 
vote tonight on the budget as a 
whole. 

The Government had announced 
thet for the fiscal year which be- 


.jgan April 1 the tax on gasoline 


would be raised 9 pence (101% 
cents) a gallon. -e« 

With the increase the price of 
gasoline rose to 3 shillings (42 
cents) a gallon. A British imperial 
gallon is the equivalent of 11-5 
American gallons.

MEXICAN WARSHIP 
SEIZES 7 U.S. BOATS 
FISHING FOR SHRIMP 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (UP) 
—A Mexican gunboat has seized 
seven United States shrimp boats 
that were fishing off the Mexican 
coast, State Department officials 
said today. Two of the American 
boats escaped but the other five 
are being escorted to Tampico, 
the department was advised. 

(A dispatch from Tampico said 
the Mexicans released two of the 
seven boats). * 

The incident marked the first 
flare-up over rich, newly discov- 
ered shrimp beds along. the 
Florida, Texas and Mexican 
coasts. About 1500 persons have 
moved to Brownsville, Tex., near 
the Mexican border to work the 
shrimp beds. 

Mexico contends that it con- 
trols waters extending nine miles 
from its coast while the United 
States recognizes only a _ three- 
mile limit. 

Information reaching the State 
Department, however, said the 
American boat. were 10 miles 
from the Mexican coast when they 
were seized. 


STOCK MARKET SUFFERS JOLT 
IN I 1-MINUTE SELLING WAVE 


NEW YORK, April 24 (AP)— 
The Stock Market suffered a brief 
but severe jolt today from which 
it never completely recovered. 

In the secomd hour of trading 
a selling wave lasting 11 minutes 
put the ticker as* muck as two 
minutes . behind transactions. 
When trdaing returned to normal 
the losses ran from a few cents 
to more than $2 a share. 

A slow but persistent recovery 
regained a few cents of the ex 
treme losses and in some cases 
there were slight net gains. The 
selling was attributed to pessimis- 
tic strike news. 

The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks declined ’0 cents to 
$75.60.

FIRE, EXPLOSION 
RUIN CALIFORNIA 
ATOMIC BUILDING 


AEC Clamps Lid on All 
Information Regarding 
Blaze at Berkeley — 

-Area Under Guard. 


BERKELEY, Calif., April 24 
(AP)—Fire, accompanied by a se- 
ries of minor explosions, de- 
stroyed the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission’s administration building 
here last night. 

AEC officials declined to an- 
swer such questions as (1) wheth- 
er any irreplacable scientific data 
were lost, (2) what the building 
contained, or (3) how great was 
the loss in dollar value. 

(In Washington, the Atomic 
Energy Commission estimated 
damage at $150,000.) 

Brilliant flames snot high from 
the two-story frame building, at- 
tracting thousands — including 
scientists intent on saving notes 
on experiments. At least one 
scientist was barred from enter- 
ing because of the danger. 

Series of Blasts. 

. A series of explosions occurred 
as the flames burned through the 
180x60-foot two-story building, 
set off as fire reached three tanks 
of acetylene. gas, a tank of ace- 
tone, a cylinder of hydrogen and 
600 gallons of oil. 

Because of the terrific heat and 
the possibility of radiation, fire- 
men were compelled to stay out- 
side of the building. 

Security guards prevented any- 
one entering the AEC-cyclotron 
area, which is enclosed by a high, 
electrified fence. The University 
of California’s giant $9,000,000 
cyclotron, in a concrete building 
100 yards away, was not damaged. 

The flames were controlled in 
45 minutes, but burned several 
hours. 

No one was working in the 
building when the fire started at 
10:45 p.m. (Pacific time). 

Secret Inquiry Planned. 

FBI and AEC agents plan a 
secret investigation as soon as the 
area has been tested with Geiger 
counters. 

“While firemen continued hos- 
ing down the smoking embers 
this morning, another fire broke 
out in an atomic project building 
700 feet east. of the one destroyed. 
An investigator said this prob- 
ably started from a hot plate 
under a vat of acid. 

But firemen declared if they 
hadn't had their equipment on the 
scene, that building, too, probably 
would have burned. 


TRUMAN APPROVES 
DECORATIONS FOR 10 
LOST NAVY FLYERS 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (UP) 


—President Truman today signed 
a resolution authorizing post- 
humous awards to the 10 men 
lost in the unarmed Navy patrol 
tplane which this Government 
charges was shot down by Rus- 
Sila over the Baltic Sea. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Senate Democratic Leader Lucas 
of Illinois, was approved swiftly 
and unanimously by both the Sen- 
ate and House last week. 

Truman acted with unusual 
speed in signing the resolution, 
which authorizes the Secretary of 
Navy to award an “appropriate” 
decoration to the 10 flyers. The 
House had completed congression- 
al action on the measure only 
last Friday. 

Russia had charged that a mil- 
itary plane “of the B-29 type” 
penetrated 13 miles into Latvia 
April 8 and fired on Russian 
fighter planes which returned the 
fire. Last week, the United States 
charged that Russia shot down 
the Navy plane over the open 
sea. It demanded indemnities and 
punishment of the Russian flyers 
responsible. Moscow rejected the 
United States protest. 


Gangs Club 10 in Los Angeles. 

LOS ANGELES, April 24 (AP) 
—“Wolf packs” of youths wield- 
ing tire irons and clubs roamed 
the city over the weekend, beat- 
ing at least 10 persons without 
reason. The victims were not 
robbed. Four youths, booked on 
suspicion of assault, told officers 


they were “mad at the world.”

ANTI- GAMBLING 
NEWS BILL, WOULD 


Measure Would Elim- 
inate Special Provision 
for Newspapers, Broad- 
casts — Prison Terms 
Up to Year Proposed.

WASHINGTON, April 24—The 
Federal Communications Com- 


mission submitted to..the McFar- 
land Senate Commerce subcom- 
mittee today its own version of 
what should be the federal legis- 
lation intended to assist states 
and local communities in sup- 
pressing organized gambling. 

Chairman Wayne Coy of the 
FCC told the committee the bill 
before it would impose an almost 
impossible administrative burden 
on his agency. As an alternative 
he submitted a bill approved by 
the FCC which would flatly pro- 
hibit the interstate transmission 
of bets, odds and prices paid on 
any sporting event or contest. 

Penalties in Bill. ; 

It would make such transmis- 
sion a federal crime, to be prose- 
cuted by the various United 
States attorneys, and punishable 
by prison sentences of not more 
than one year and fines of not 
more than $1000. | 

It would eliminate the exemp- 
tion for newspapers and special 
event broadcasts such as are con- 
tained in the bill before the com- 
mittee, proposed by Attorney 
General McGrath at the request 
of the legislation committee of 
the national crime conference 
held at the Department of Justice 
here last February. 

The theory of the so-called Mc- 
Grath bill in exempting news- 
papers and instantaneous radio 
broadcasts of special events, such 
as the Kentucky Derby, is that 
there is a necessary time lag in 
the printing process which would 
make bookmaking on the basis of 
printed information unprofitable. 
Also, the “special event” ex- 
emption, the so-called “Kentucky 
Derby” exemption, would reduce 
events for which instantaneous in- 
formation could be sent to the 
point where such large scale 
gambling operations would be un- 
profitable. 

Free Press Issue. 

Coy met head-on the possible 
challenge to the FCC proposal as 
an infringement on the constitu- 
tional guarantee of a free press. 

Under the FCC proposal, he 
said, newspapers could obtain and 
publish whatever information they 
chose, except information- about 
bets, odds or prices paid. That 
information they could not pub- 
Jish, even with regard to such 
events as the Kentucky Derby. 

This type of information, he 
said, “clearly has no news value 
other than -with respect to gam- 
bling,” and he expressed the 
opinion no serious argument 
could be made that prohibition of 
its transmission or publication 
could be challenged as an in- 
fringement on the free press. 

Buttressing this argument, he 
recalled that the transmission of 
lottery information through In- 
terstate. Commerce facilities had 
long been prohibited, and _ that 
this prohibition had been upheld 
in the courts. 

“We can see no valid distinc- 
tion,” he _ said, “between the 
transmission of such information 
with respect to lotteries and in- 
formation concerning bets, odds 
or prices paid on a_e sporting 
event.” 

Under the McGrath bill, which 
does not make transmission of

BRITISH JET PLANE 
SETS NEW RECORD 
LONDON TO CAIRO

CAIRO, April 24 (AP) — A 
British four-jet airliner flew from 
London to Cairo today in 5 hours, 
8 minutes, 46.57 seconds—a new 
record for the distance, 2210 
Statute miles. 

The plane, a De Havilland 
Comet, was piloted by Group 
Capt. John Cunningham, De Hav- 
illand’s chief test pilot, and car- 
ried 16 passengers, British Air- 
ways officials and technicians. 
Cunningham said he flew at an 
average ‘speed of about 430 miles 
an hour. 

The old record, London to 
Cairo, was set on Feb. 16 by a 
single - seater rags Fury, 
whith covered the distance in 6 
hours, 35 minutes, 40 seconds. 


9 MARINES RESCUED 
AFTER TWO DAYS AT 
SEA IN FISHING BOAT 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, April 
24 (AP)—Nire United States Ma- 
rines and three Bermudians were 
picked up today after spending 
two days in rough seas in a 32- 
foot fishing boat. 

First reports said all were safe. 
They were rescued by a British 
naval vessel. United States planes 
had sighted them earlier. 

After the boat failed to return 
Saturday afternoon, United States 
Air Force search planes were 
sent out to sweep the sea south- 
east of Berumda, where the men 
had. intendéd going fishing on 
Challenger Banks. 

The Marines were from the 
United States naval operating 
base at Bermuda. One of them 
was Capt. Charles W. McBride, 
of Hoopeston, Il.

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
—The Government today asked a 
two-week postponement of the 
strike set for Wednesday on sev- 
eral major railroads. . 

Francis A. O'Neill Jr., chair- 
man of the National Mediation 
Board made the request in a tele- 
gram to David B. Robertson, 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men which threatens to strike. 

The union summobped its. lead- 
ers to meet at 6 p.m.. (St. Louis 
time) in Chicago to decide wheth- 
er to comply with the Govern- 
ment’s request. 

O’Neill offered the  board’s 
services during the proposed two- 
week truce period to settle the 
dispute at issue—the Union’s de- 
mand for assignment of a second 
fireman to diesel locomotives. 


Service Being Curtailed. 

The Government request came 
at a time when the four major 
railroads to be affected were cur- 
tailing services in anticipation _of 
the walkout. 
The strike is set for 6 a.m., lo-. 
cal time, Wednesday, on parts of 
the Pennsylvania System, New 


York Central, Southern Railway 
and the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe. 

The Pennsylvania System is- 
sued an embargo this morning on 
most of its long-distance passen- 
ger operations and all its west- 
ern freight service, effective to- 
night. 

Pennsylvania Line’s Action. 

In Philadelphia, Walter . S. 
Franklin, president of the Penn- 
sylvania, said long distance pas- 
senger trains will cease operations 
on an orderly schedule.” 

The Pennsylvania, he said, will 
halt nearly all its long distance 
trains tonight. Some will make 
their last runs early tomorrow 
morning. _ ‘ 

Franklin said that “express bag- 
gage and freight service will be 
discontinued west and north of 
Harrisburg, Pa.” He added: “All 
freight is beins embargoed-in the 
affected areas beginning at 12:01 
a.m., Tuesday, April 25.

the 350-acre place for their rac- 
ing string, but they are expected 
to stay in the manor at least 
once in a while. And when they 
do, according to Tolks who have 
lived -here all their lives, they 
will make the acquaintance of 
the ghost who strolls almost 
nightly through the fireplace in 
the kitchen, built in Cromwell’s 
time. 

The townsfolk aren’t sure just 
whose ghost it is, but they say 
he is friendly as are all of Ire- 
land’s ghosts—except maybe to 
Englishmen. 

The ghost and Steeplechase 
Jockey Eric McKeever got along 
fine until McKeever was killed 
in an automobile crash some 
years ago.

The Generalissimo’s orcer for 
“total evacuation” of the big 
i:iand gives the Reds neariy half 
the remainder of his once vast 
Nationalist China. 

The decision to give up the 
13,500-square-mile stronghold off 
South China had not been an- 
nounced officially here. My in- 
formation came from a general, 
one of the top officers charged 
with Hainan’s defe.se. 

This general accused Chiang 
of “sacrificing” Hainan to his own 
political ambitions.

Fighting Said to Continue. 

(The Defense Ministry of For- 
mosa said only that fighting con- 
tinued east of Hoihow, the fallen 
capital, and near Limko Cape, 40 
miles west. Opinion in Taipei, 
capital of Formosa, was that the 
Nationalists would abandon Hai- 
nan and attempt to remove as 
much war material as possible 
rather than defend the southern 
part of the island.)

CHICAGO, April 24 (WWP)—Col- 
lege students have made elabo- 
rate advertising and fancy gim- 
micks in their search for jobs.

A coast-to-coast strike by 10,000 
telephone equipment installers, 
including 150 in St. Louis, began 
at 6 o'clock this morning. West- 
ern Electric Co. workers walked 
out 42 hours before the Tuesday 
midnight deadline set for a 
nation-wide strike against the 
Bell telephone system. 

Leaders of Division 6, CIO 
Communications Workers, of 


America, said‘there would be no 
pieketing before President True 
man’s 60-day telephone strike 
truce ends at midnight tomorrow. 
Affiliated telephone unions had 
announced they would not cross 
picket lines set up by the equip- 
ment installers. 

Since the work of the strikers 
is confined to installation and 
maintenance of equipment in tele~ 
phone exchanges, the public Wwill 
not be affected immediately un- 
less there should be a breakdown 
requiring repairs. 

Effect of Major Strike. 

But if 190,000 other CWA meme 
bers in the Bell system walk out 
Wednesday, long-distamce tele« 
phone service will be paralyzed, 
manual telephone users will be 
cut off and customers with dial 
telephones will have service only 
as long as no repairs are needed. 

Approximately 50,900 employes 
of Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., including 6000 in the St. 
Louis area, are prepared to go on 
strike tomorrow midnight. At a 
conference with Federal concili- 
ators here last Friday, the union’s 
southwestern division repeated its 
offer to arbitrate the wage dis- 
pute, employ fact-finding or nego- 
tiate further on the basis of a 
$2.50 wage increase awarded in 
New Jersey through arbitration, 
but Southwestern Bell declined. 


Another conciliation meeting 
here is scheduled for 1:30 p.m. toe 
morrow. Meanwhile, federal: me- 
diators were meeting ‘with Bell 
system and union spokesmen in 
New York today. 

Any strike action here will fol- 
low instructions from the union’s 
national headquarters. 

The Western Electric walkout 
involved workers in 43 states, 
Western Electric is the manuface- 
turing and equipment subsidiary 
of the Bell syStem’s parent core 
poration, American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. 

Wages Root of Dispute. 

Although the root of the dise 
pute is wages, the immediate 
cause of the walkout was a minor 
grievance that flared into a major 
issue over the weekend. This 
grew out of a boggy pasture near 
South Bend, Ind., where six 
workers building a_ television 
tower refused to walk through a 
field they said was deep with 
mud and water. To support them, 
104 local members struck. 

The company said the mud 
problem was something for a 
grievance commitiee to handle 
and not a proper strike issue, and 
ordered the men back to work 
today on pain of dismissal for 
contract violation. 

However, the union division's 
national headquarters demanded 
the company reverse its back-to< 
work order or face a national 
strike. Throughout the weekend, 
federal mediators put the South 
Bend mud fight above the nation- 
al wage. crisis, but were unable 
to effect a settlement. 

On a national scale, the CWA 
has been demanding a straight 
15-cent hourly pay rise, shorter 
hours, quicker advancement rates 
and pension benefits. Manage- 
ment contended th se demands 
would add up to a 37-cent hourly 
increase. 

The King-Thompson Law enact- 
ed in 1947 forbids strikes or work 
stoppages in any essential public 
utility in Mjssouri, providing fines 
to be collected by civil suits for 
violation. Vance Julian, chaire 
man of the State Board of Media- 
tion, has rejected the CWA con- 
tention that the interstate nature 
of the telephone business exempts 
Missouri members of the union 
from operation of the state law,

30 MORE CZECHS

PRAGUE, April 24 (AP)—A 
Bohemian state court sentenced 
one man to death and 29 others 
to prison terms on charges of 
espionage and plotting and armed 
revolt against Czechoslovakia’s 
Communist-led government, the 
Pilsen newspaper Pravda report- 
ed today.

FLORIDA LEGISLATOR KILLED, 
SUSPECT ADMITS SHOOTING 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., April 
24 (AP)—Representative Charles

naturalization. Mrs. Knauff, wife 
of Kurt W. Knauff. former G.1.

Germany, is being held at Ellis 
island. 

Unanimous Vote. 

The House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, after a hearing, unanimously 
reported favorably on the private 
relief bill, which was introduced 
by Representative Francis E. 
Walter (Dem.), Pennsylvania. The 
report sent over to the House 
clerk today was signed for the 
full committee by Representative 
Ed Gossett (Dem.), Texas. 

The bill was placed on the 

House calendar for & vote on 
May 2. 
In a recital of facts, the com- 
mittee report pointed out that 
the migration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service had failed to produce 
any. evidence warranting exclu- 
sion of Mrs. Knauff. It reviewed 
her record of fleeing the Nazis, 
of getting commendation from 
the British for her. confidential 
work in the Royal Air Force, of 
an honor ribbon awarded her for 
serving later with the censorship 
division of the.

Knauff is eligible for admission. 
The.word “available” referred to 
the refusal of the Government 
to disclose the nature of the con- 
fidential information it insists it 
possesses bearing on Mrs. 
Knatff's status, in the eyes of the 
Department of Justice, as a “‘se- 
curity risk.” 

Reviews Protestations. 

The report reviewed Mrs. 
Knauff’s firm protestations of in- 
nocence at an open hearing, and 
stressed that the immigration 
service had declined an invitation 
to produce any evidence against 
her it might have. 

The committee hearing was the 
only hearing given Mrs. Knauff. 
The report repeatedly under- 
scored the fact that it was based 
on the strength of available evi- 
dence. The withholding of evi-

Two American Newspaper Men 
Deny Backing Reds’ Story. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 ‘AP) 
—Joseph C. Harsch, chief of the 
Washington bureau of the Chris 
tiah Science Monitor, said last 
night the Moscow newspaper 
Pravdo “was just plain lying” 
when it said one of his stories 
supported the Russian version of 
the shooting down of an Ameri- 
can. plane. 

Neal Stanford, a. Monitor cor- 
respondent here, who also wrote 
a story on the plane incident 
which was quoted by Pravda, 
said: 

“The Russians have grossly 
misinterpreted our story in in-

DEATH SENTENGE 
OF NEGRO THROWN 


AUT ON BIAS PLES 


Texas Grand Jury Com- 
- posed of Whites Only, 
Supreme Court by 7 to 
1 Finds Discrimination 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
—The Supreme Court threw out 
the murder conviction and death 
sentence of a Texas Negro who 
complained that only white men 
were on the grand jury which in- 
dicted him. , 

The Negro, Lee Cassell, was 
convicted of crushing the skull of 
a sleeping watchman with a piece 
of pipe to rob a store in Dallas. 

The Supreme Court by a 7-to-1 
vote found there had been dis- 
crimination against Negroes in 
the selection of grand jurors and 
thus held the indictment against 
Casseli cannot stand. The court 
did not bar a new indictment. so 
Texas can present the case to a 
new giand jury if it wishes. 

Justice Reed announced the 
court's majority judgment and 
wrote an opinion in which Chief 
Justice Vinson and Justice Black 
concurred. Justice Frankfurter 
wrote a concurring opinion, 
joined by Justices Burton and 
Minton. Justice Clark also wrote 
a concurring opinion. Justice 
Jackson wrote a dissenting opin- 
ion. Justice Douglas took no 
part. 

Opinion Summed Up. 

Reed summed up the majority's 
decision with these words: “An 
accused is entitled to have charges 
against him considered by a jury 
in the selection of which there 
has been neither inclusion nor ex- 
clusion because of race.” 

Reed said the jury commission- 
ers had said they chose only per- 
sons they knew and that they 
knew no eligible Negroes. He 
said that such statements “in an 
area where Negroes make up so 
large a proportion of the popula- 
tion prove the intentional exclu- 
sion that is discrimination in vio- 
lation of Cassell’s constitutional 
rights.” 

Dissent by Jackson. 

Jackson's dissent protested that: 
“This court never has explained 
how discrimination in the selec- 
tion of a ‘grand jury, illegal 
though it be, has prejudiced a 
defendant whom a trial jury, 
chosen with no discrimination, has 
convicted.” 

Jackson said the Supreme Court 
majority in effect “holds that the 
crime of discrimination offsets 
the crime of murder and that the 
state must start over again, if 
death of witnesses, loss of evi- 
dence or other conditions wrought 
by time do not prevent.” 

The court decided, also by a 
7-to-l ruling, that when a bank 
knows the mailing addresses of 
interested persons it is not enough 
simply to publish notice of its in- 
tent to liquidate a common trust 
fund. The case involved a trust 
fund for which the Central Han- 
over Bank & Trust Co. of New 
York City is trustee. Justice Bur- 
ton wrote a dissent. Justice Doug-

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BOWLES PREDICTS 
BILLION AND HALE 
RISE IN RENTS IF 


CONTROLS GOOF 


‘Unwise and Dangerous’ 
to Let Curbs Die, He 
Tells Senate Group — 
Woods Cites Some 
Boosts Up to 41 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
~Gov. Chester Bowles of Connec- 
' ticut said today that dropping 
rent control would cost the na- 
tion’s tenants $1,500,000,000 a 
year. They would have that much 
less money to spend for basic 
necessities like food and clothing, 
he said. 

In testimony prepared for a 
hearing of the Senate Banking 
Committee, the Connecticut Dem- 
ocrat talled decontrol “extremely 
unwise and actually dangerous.” 


He predicted “rapid and substan- 
tial rent increases” would hit the 
11,000,000 families he said con- 
trols now protect. 

Bowles came here as Demo- 
cratic leaders asked 20 governors 
and big city mayors for help in 
pushing an extension of federal 
rent control through a reluctant 
Congress. As the committee 
opened five days of hearings on 
the controversial issue, telegrams 
went out asking these executives 
to testify. 

Would Wreck Balance. 

Control removal, Bowles as- 
serted, “would throw out of bal- 
ance our whole price-wage struc- 
ture and reopen the question of 
widespread wage increases.’ 

He conceded that rent control 
worked a “certain: injustice” on 
landlords. However, he told the 
committee, relieving “these rela- 
tive injustices from a propor- 
tionately small group (landlords) 
can only result in a sweeping in- 
justice and severe hardship to 
millions and millions of American 
families.” 

Gov. Bowles said that home 
building since 1946 had relieved 
only one quarter of the housing 
shortage that existed then, and 
had made “no headway at all” 
toward meeting newly arisen 
needs. 

Bowles said he wanted to see 
rent controls “go out the window 
the minute we have enough homes 
so that rents won’t skyrocket, but 
we simply have not reached that 
point yet.” 

Woods Cites Surveys. 

Tighe Woods, Federal Housing 
expediter who administers rent 
controls, told the committee the 
pressure which the housing short- 
age can exert on uncontrolled 
rents already has become appar- 
ent in some cities where ceilings 
have been removed. 

In eight’ of 14 cities surveyed, 
he said, tenants whose rents were 
increased had to pay average in- 
creases of 26 to 41 per cent. 

He also said that Chicago land- 
lords recently contended in a 
court case that they were entitled 
to a rent increase of 71.5 per 
cent. 

Woods suggested that the com- 
mittee consider the possibility of 
authorizing local governments to 
‘secure “the re-establishment of 
federal control where rents get 
out of hand.” 

Woods said the vacancy rate 
for rental dwellings is generally 
less than 1 per cent and “many 
families are still forced to live 
in attics, cellars, shacks, Quonset 
huts, barracks and other make- 
shift accommodations.” 

Senate Democratic Leader 
Scott Lucas of Illinois told a re- 


porter he was banking on “word: 


from the folks back home” to 
build up congressional support for 
the extension beyond June 30, 
when the present Federal regula- 
tions are due to end. 

Some Democrats Oppose Control. 

A number of Democratic Sena- 
tors as well as Republicans are 
flatly opposed to continuing the 
ceilings. 

“I’m going to vote against any 
extension of any kind,” Senator 
Ellender (Dem.), Louisiana, said. 
“Last vear Congress gave the na- 
tion, states and cities notice that 
this was the final extension of 
these wartime controls.” 

Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, who pushed that bill 
through the Senate, agreed that 
“it was our belief last year that 
there would be no further federal 
control extension.” 

However, Sparkman said, Con- 
gress “should look at all the facts 
again before acting.” 

Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
told a reporter he “probably will 
vote for the extension even though 


President Truman and the Demo- | 


cratic National Committee are try- 
ing to put Congress on the spot.” 

Truman sent Congress a special 
message Friday urging continua- 
tion of the rent ceilings. On the 
same day the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee said in its 
weekly publication that rent con- 
trol is being sabotaged by Re- 
publicans. - 

Aiken also noted that a House 
investigation of lobbying recently 
turned its attention to the Na-

All Cling to Boat in Mis- 
sissippi for Hour and 
Half as Youth Keeps

The courage and determination 
of August Koedding III, student 
at the Rolla School of Mines, en- 
abled him and four other per- 
sons to cling.to an overturned mo- 
torboat for an hour and half until 
they were rescued from the chilly 
waters of the Mississippi river by 
a passing towboat yesterday aifter- 
noon. 

When high waves in the wake 
of a barge upset the boat on. the 
Illinois side of the river above 
Chain of Rocks Bridge, throwing 
the occupants into the water, 
Koedding dived twice beneath the 
boat to pull out Rosemary Zoru- 


»mski, 15 years old, and her sister, 


Carol, 11, who were trapped. 

Those thrown into the water, 
besides Koedding and the girls, 
were his fiancee, Miss Isabelle 
Danis, a telephone operator, 2611A 
North Twenty-third street, and 
Mrs. Charles Zarumski, 4136W 
Kossuth avenue, mother of Rose- 
mary and Carol. : 

Sings to Keep Up Morale. 

Koedding, who was forced to 
strike Carol in the fate to quiet 
her hysteria, instructed the wom- 
en and girls to “keep cool” and to 
cling to the side of the over- 
turned boat. In the meantime, he 
attempted to boost morale by 
singing. 

“We might have all been lost 
if it weren’t for ‘Bud’ Koedding,” 
Mrs. Zorumski told a_ Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “He not only 
got the two; children from _ be- 
neath the boat but he kept our 
minds off the danger. 

“He told us to hold on and that 
soon someone would be along to 
get us. He tried to get us to sing 


and to look at places along the 
shore. 
Swept From Boat Twice. 

“Twice we were swept away 
from the boat and we had to pad- 
dle back. I was particularly fear- 
ful for Carol, because she can’t 
swim at all. The water was ice 
cold. 

“For a while I held Carol on 
top of the boat by pressing my 
body against her. She had been 
struck on the head when the boat 
went over and thea Bud had to hit 
her to quiet her. 

“We prayed out loud while we 
were in the water. Our teeth 
were chattering. We couldn't 
have held very much longer by 
the time the towboat reached us.” 

Miss Danis, 20 years old, said 
Koedding had started taking the 
14-foot motorboat back to a club- 
house on the Illinois side of the 
river, where his parents and the 
Zorumskis were on an outing. 
“After the barge passed up- 
stream, one big wave went over 
the boat, drenching us, but we 
just laughed about it,” she re- 
lated. “The second wave tipped 
us over, however. 

““Bud’ did everything he could 
to keep us from losing our heads. 
He sang at the top of his voice. 
When he came to the line ‘And 
when we play for funerals ...’ in 
‘McNamara’s Band,’ Carol cried 
out: ‘Oh, please don’t sing that 
anymore.’ 

“Despife ourselves, we laughed 
out loud.” 

Boat Drifts Under Bridge. 

The boat, owned by Koedding’s 
father, tipped over about 75 feet 
from shore. Instead of drifting 
in, however, it continued down 
with the current and passed un- 
der the Chain of Rocks bridge. 

The predicament of the group 
in the water was observed by the 
crew of the towboat Chilli Simp- 
son about 5:15 p.m. A smaller 
craft, under the supervision of 
Oral Norton, mate, was dispatched 
from the towboat and picked up 
the five persons. 

Those rescued were given dry 
clothing and coffee on the tow- 
boat, which took them to the foot 
of Poplar street. From there, they 
were taken by police to City Hos- 
pital. Mrs. Zorumski and Miss 
Danis were found suffering from 
mild shock and exposure but 
were released after treatment.

“Hoihow is the gateway to Hai- 
nan. It means complete contro!

“If we leave Hainan now we'll 
never be able to come back. We 
would have no natural defense 
line. We'd ‘have Reds in front, 
guerrillas in\ back.” 

(The reported order to abandon 
Hainan follows the customary Na- 
tionalist pattern set by Chiang 
in the civil war. His strategy on 
the mainland was pull out rather 
than fight. It was trade space for 
time until his space ran out. Then 
thé Nationalists withdrew from 
the mainland to Formosa, Hainan 
and some small islands. From 
these outposts they have carried 
on. Their most damaging weapon 
is an air and sea blockade of Red 
ports, notably Shanghai.) 

The general said the National- 
ists were defeated at Hoihow for 
two reasons: Not enough troops 
and bad weather. 

The Nationalists had to be 
ready to oppose landings at any 
point along 150 miles of northern 
coast. Their troops were “too thin- 
ly spread out to be of any ef- 
fective use,” he said. 

Fog Helped Communists. 

A heavy fog closed around the 
straits for three days before the 
big Red invasion.

Wouldn’t Quit Even If Asked To, He Asserts 
—Governor Considers Farrell 
-Replacement. |

KANSAS CITY, April 24—Ja- 
cob L. (Tuck) Milligan told the 
Post-Dispatch today he has “no 
intention of resigning” as presi- 
dent of the Kansas City Board of 
Poli Commissioners, "even if | 
am asked to resign.” 

A delegation from the Kansas 
City Chamber of Commerce called 
on Gov. Forrest Smith in Jeffer- 
.son City Saturday to discuss criti- 
cism of the police department, 
stemming from failure to solve 
the murders April 5 of Charles 
Binaggio and Charles Gargotta, 
the twenty-second and twenty- 
third gang killing victims of the 
last four years. 

It is understood the Chamber 
of Commerce group urged re- 
placement of the entire police 
board. One member, Sheridan 
Farrell, already has resigned. 

Hasn’t Been Asked to Quit. 


Milligan said he had not been 
asked to resign by Gov. Smith. 
The “only way to get me out,” 
Milligan asserted, “would be to 
dismiss me.” 

Criticism of the police board, 
Milligan asserted, was “an attempt 
to get political control of the 
police department.” 

In Jefferson City, Gov. Smith 
said tuday he has someone under 
consideration for appointment to 
the police board to replace Far- 
reli. Smith declined to name the 
possible successor. He said he had 
not yet received Farrell’s letter of 
résignation. 

Asked what he would do if the 
three remaining police commis- 
sioners resign, Gov. Smith said he 
would try to find others who 
would serve. Joking]y, he re- 
marked: “I might have to adver- 
tise for applicants.” But no other 
police commissioners have offered 
to quit, Smith added. 

Meanwhile, a United States 
grand jury investigating ramifica- 
tions of a national crime syndi- 
cate with which Binaggio and his 
henchman, Gargotta, were affili- 
ated, resumed its sessions today. 
Apparently the jury was continu- 
ing its inquiry into income re- 
ceived by underworld figures 
here who supplied liquor to boot- 
leggers operating in Oklahoma 
and other legally-dry areas. 

A third special assistant United 
States Attorney General, John 
Mitchell, joined Max H. Gold- 
schein and Vincent P. Russo in 
conducting the inquiry today. 
Mitchell has been in the Justice 
Department 13 years.

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gambling information a crime, it 
would be left to the FCC to de- 
termine, by administrative de- 
cisions, the scope of the limita- 
tions on transmission of gambling 
information. 

Enforcement would be by FCC 
denial of use of radio, television, 
telephone or telégraph communi- 


cation to a recipient who used the 
information for gambling pur- 
poses, or by administrative pro- 
ceedings which might. result in 
denial -of interstate facilities to 
communication companies which 
knowingly permit their facilities 
to be used for gambling. 

“If the transmission of - this 
gambling information is injurious 
to the public welfare,” he said, “‘it 
should be made a crime for the 
sender-to transmit the prohibited 
types of inforMation just ag it is 
a crime for any person to. broad- 
cast or use the mails, or the fa- 
cilities of interstate commerce. to 
send lottery information, or the 
use of the mails to send obscene, 
indecent or profane material.” 

The vague definitions of what 
constitute “gambling information” 
in the McGrath bill, Coy said, 
added to the problem of the FCC 
in administering it, should such 
legislation be adopted. It woul¢ 
require the FCC to build up, case 
by case, a body of law on the sub- 
ject. he said, taking into consid 
eration not only the types of in- 
formation transmitted, but the 
end use made of it, for “le7itimate 
news” or for professional gam- 
bling. And once an attempt is 
made to draw these distinctions 
an impossible administrative prob- 
lem is presented, he said. 


Asked by Senator Ernest W. 
McFarland (Dem.), Arizona, chair- 
man of the subcommittee, whether 
he thought his bill would wipe 
out the problen. of professional 
gambling, Coy: said he doubted 
it very much, but it would go a 
long way in that direction, and 
reduce it to a proh'em of local 
law enforcement. 

McFarland brought out that if 
the FCC bill were adopted, it 
would still be possible for local 
buokmakers to make up their own 
books on horse racing and other 
sporting events. Coy agreed that 
it would, but said the bill would 
deyrive them of vi.al informe- 
tion and then thev would have 
to operates as gamblers, not, he 
said, as they do now as “busines¢’ 
men” who, by “laying off” 
tions of their hets, can bala ce 
their books so that no matter 
what may be the outcome of an 
sporting event on which they take\ 
wagers, they come out ahead.

HE highest United States officials believe the Russians will try 
again next month to drive the Western occupation powers}out 
They say this expected effort, in the form of an 


invasion of the city’s western zones by a half-million German Com- 
munist youths, will be resisted to the limit, including the use of 


machine-gun fire if necessary. 


Preparations to fresist the 
threatened putsch on May 27-29 
are being made by American, 
British and French authorities in 
Germany. A high Government 
source here said the west will 
not yield an inch if the young 
Communists stick to the march- 
ing plans. They have made some 
conflicting statements as to their 
intentions. . 

President Truman and Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson look 
to the prospective Berlin incident, 
responsible officials said today, 
as the focal point of the present 
Russian spring offensive in the 
cold war. 

They regard the maneuver as 
a Soviet-Communist effort to 
capture the city by intimidation 
—by frightening the west Ber- 
liners with a massive, Hitler-like 
show of force to demonstrate that 
the Western powers are unable to 
protect them. Last year the Rus- 
sians tried to starve west Berlin 
out by the blockade but were 
beaten by the airlift. 

Part of Broad Pattern. 

In Acheson’s view, Russia’s Ber- 
lin plan apparently is part of a 
broad pattern of Kre.nlin-directed 
moves to create new tensions and 
fears of war in the West and thus 
force the Western nations into 
negotiations and new concessions. 

Another ptece in this pattern, 
as Acheson is reported to see it, 
includes the recent Baltic plane 
affair in which Russian fighters 
allegedly shot down an unarmed 


United States naval patrol plane « 


over the open waters of the Bal- 
tic area. 

That the United States has ‘no 
intention of yielding to Russian 
pressure was made clear by Ache- 
son in a speech here Saturday 
night to the American Society’ of 
Newspaper Editors. There can- 
not even be an approach to an 
Fast-West agreement, he said, 
“unless one idea is done away 
with and that is the idea of ag- 


gression.” 
Truman-Acheson View. 

While the state of relations be- 
tween Russia and the Western 
powers’ ig regarded as serious, 
neither Acheson nor Truman con- 
siders that war is inevitable. 

Both are convinced, however, 
| that the Russians this spring are 
determined to test out the extent 
to which the Western world will 
back up its tough talk with tough 
action. And both are also con- 
vinced that if the Russians ‘want 
to force the issue in some inci- 
dent the West must be prepared 
to meet steel with steel. 

It can be stated on the highest 
authority that the west .German 
police under official three-power 
instructions will try to enforce 
their orders against a Communist 
invasion of Berlin by normal 
police methods if possible. They 
will use fire hoses, tear gas and 
other special weapons with which 
they are being supplied by the 
Western powers. 

But if the Communists, acting 
under the Kremlin’s instruction, 
force the issue, the decision of 
the western leaders is to turn 
them back with machine gun fire 
and other measures. Occupation 
troops will stand ready to 
strengthen the hands of the Ger- 
man police if necessary. 

New Security Council Plans. 

It also has been learned that 
top Administration officials are 
planning to reinforce the Nation- 
al Security Council to make it 
into an effective strategic control 
center for major American moves 
in the cold war.

WEST BERLIN CHIEF 
EXPECTS NO FIGHT 


By DANIEL DE LUCE 

BERLIN, April 24 (AP)—Police 
Chief Johannes Stumm; who com- 
mands West bBerlin’s frontline 
against Communism, looks for a 
battle of words in May but no 
bloodshed. 

“The Communists appear over- 
awed by the measures we lave al- 
ready taken, and we are ready 
for any eventuality,” he said in 
an interview today. “For that 
reason, I expect no serious inci- 
dents next month.” 

Stumm’s force of 9000 police- 
men recently was increased to 
11,000 by the Allied commen- 
dants, and his special anti-riot 
squads were provided with tear 
gas, gas masks and armored fire- 
hose trucks. 

Official announcement from 
Washington during the weekend 
at. Allied garrisons in Berlin ap- 
proximating 7500 troops will fire, 
if necessary, on invading Commu- 
nist mobs was no surprise to 
Stumm. 

Assured of Support. 

Since January, when leaders of 
the Communist “Free German 
Youth” recklessly said they would 
“storm” west Berlin at Whitsun 
(May 27-29), the police chief has 
been assured that his force will 
be supported by Allied soldiers, 
if needed. 

American, British and French 
infantry and armored units here 
are now on a combat efficiency 
basis never equalled before in the 
city’s occupation. But it is 
Stumm’'s estimate—agreed to by 
some high Allied authorities — 
that the Whitsun invasion plan 
has been put on the shelf by 
Communist tacticians. 

“Such a plan requires the ele- 
ments of surprise,” he said. “So 
why should they have told us 
about it four months in advance? 
If Whitsun comes and goes with- 
out serious trouble, as we ex- 
pect, we shall not relax our alert- 
ness. We stand ready to break up 
an invasion any day in the 
year... 

“It is probable that scattered 
groups of agitators will try to 
propagandize our people during 
Whitsun. They will be jailed, of 
course. But this is a different 
thing from what the Communists 
were threatening at first—the 
overrunning of West Berlin by 
500,000 demonstrators.” 

Soviet Sector Specified.

U.S. Help Them 
Pay War Debts 


Action Would Relieve

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP). 
HE BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
has proposed the United 
States take over a big share 

of Britain’s economic burden in 

India, Pakistan and Southeast 

Asia. 

Officials disclosed today the 
British Embassy has put forward 
this idea in an “exploratory” 
proposal now under consideration 
by high administration officials. 

The British plan would call for 
the United States to pay off in 
dollars to such countries as India 
and Pakistan part of Britain’s 
$9,000,000,000 wartime debt to 
sterling bloc nations. 

The main idea behind the sug- 
gested program is to help non- 
Communist countries in Asia 
fight off Communism while at the 
same time ease the huge debt 
which is jeopardizing Britain’s 
economic comeback. 

The British memorandum stems 

from last fall’s American-British- 
Canadian dollar crisis talks. At 
that time, it was decided to ex- 
amine the sterling debt and other 
economic problems to determine 
what steps could be taken. 
The United States long has 
been urging Britain to get its 
creditors to agree to scale down 
these debts. But countries like 
India which need financial aid 
have resisted this. 

Informéd officials said the 
British paper is the first con- 
crete proposal of what might be 
done even though it is highly 
tentative and intended mainly for 
discussion.

Increasing Obstacles. 


The board of directors termed 
“especially grave” the increasing 
difficulties of reporting the 
world’s news “in our tradition of 
accuracy, impartiality and thor- 
oughness.” 

“Intense partisanship prevails 
everywhere,” the board said. 
“Economic, political and ideologi- 
cal conflicts that stir the emotions 
of people are in evidence in all 
lands. Obstacles to free exchange 
of news arise with greater fre- 
quency, and censorship has be- 
come even more widely preva- 
lent. s 

“The American people — and 
peoples. generally — are greatly 
concerned by the widespread and 
constantly changing atmosphere of 
world crisis. Thei: demand for 
information distinguishing  be- 
tween fact and rumor challenges 
the news gathering resources of 
the Associated Press. 

“This challenge must be met 
by every feasible effort to report 
the truth. Therefore the basic 
concept of the Associated Press 
is a foremost weapc1 in the ar- 
senal of democracy. At no time 
in our history has the need of 
factual reporting been more vital 
to the survival of our free institu- 
tions.” 

Widening East-West Split. 


The directors said the restric- 
tions which hamper factual re- 
porting stem, in part, from “the 
widening politico-economic split 
between East and West” which 
has closed many areas to free 
journalistic enterprise and 
brought tighter censorship to 
others. 

Additionally, the board said, 
governmental and pressure group 
propaganda adds to the “day-to- 
day difficulties of getting at news 
facts . . . and maintaining per- 
spective and reportorial objec- 
tivity.” 

“These problems are products 
of the ‘cold war,’” the board said. 
“They have multiplied in the past 
year, particularly in Asia and

A number of western 
correspondents have been ex- 
pelled from Czechoslovakia re- 
cently, including two represent- 
ing the Associated Press, on 
vague and completely unsubstan- 
tiated charges of ‘unobjective re- 
porting.’ ” . 

A.P. Special Target. 

The board said that in some in- 
stances the Associated Press had 
become “a special target for re- 
strictive actions by governments” 
because of the A.P.’s insistence 
on reporting the facts. 

“Under this type of pressure 
the Associated Press has refused 
to resort to any form of journal- 
istic pandering to win favors or 
preferential treatment,” the board 
said. “The technique of writing 
‘softly’ instead of boldly is an ex- 
pedient that sometimes. gains 
temporary advantages. The board 
is confident that the staff has the 
full support of the membership 
in refusing to engage in such 
tactics. Maintaining the ideal of 
objective reporting is still more 
important than any other consid- 
eration.” 

Restrictions on the free flow 
of news are not limited to Com- 
munist-controlled areas, the board 
said. It added that in some parts 
of western Europe, as well as in 
Asia, Afriea, South and Central 
America there are varying degrees 
of censorship or officially im- 
posed regulations which hamper 
reporters. 

Vigilance Required. 

“At home as well, gathering the 
news and reporting it factually 
and impartially are often difficult, 
demanding constant vigilance,” 
the board said. “Barriers, gov- 
ernmental and private, must be 
surmounted if we are to get the 
truth and report it so that its 
significance may be evaluated.” 

“The board is cohfident,” the 
report concluded, “that the mem- 
bership desires to maintain the

Well, here the chief reliance was on Gen. Con- 
rad Snow, an old-fashioned New Hampshire Re- 
publican Communist, vouched for by Senator 
Styles Bridges, another old-fashioned New Hamp- 
shire Republican Communist. 

What was it like to smear wildly a depart- 
ment comprised of men such as these? What 
was it like to hurl mud on the chance that if 
it did not stick on one public servant it might 
stick on another? It was like setting all the 
fire alarms ringing at once and wheeling all the 
apparatus into the streets to look for a fire which 
no one had seen. Worse, it was like the Camden 
madman who came out on the street with his 
revolver, with no purpose and no plan, and just 
began to. shoot people wherever they happened 
to be.

Secretary Acheson did not once mention Sena- 
tor McCarthy by name. He did not need to. 
The “10-cent store Robespierre,’ who was a 
guest in the audience, did not need to be told 
who was being answered and on what plane. 
The many bursts of spontaneous applause made 
all that clear. 

Neither did the tall, upright, emphatic rank- 
ing Cabinet officer ask the editors for help or 
sympathy. On the contrary, he disavowed need- 
ing either. The newspaper editors, he said—

An authorization bill doesn’t appropriate the 
money.

Byrd of Virginia said,in debate on the current 
bill, 99 out of 100 authorized projects are event- 
ually appropriated for. And the Army Engi- 
neers already have authorized and under con- 
struction projects that will cost $4,216,000,000. 
Senator Douglas of Illinois has been trying 
to take the purely pork-barrel projects—the de- 
liberate waste—out of the waterways authoriza- 
tion bill. This waste amounts to $500,000,000, 
as the Bureau of the Budget has shown in objec- 
tions it raised to constructing these projects now. 
Senator Douglas’ efforts to do something 
about the waste in the waterways authorization 
bill were defeated in the Sefate by the over- 
whelming vote of 50 to 16, with 30 not voting. 
How hard it is to get a member of Congress to 
vote against the pork-barrel even when he is 
aware of its wastefulness was exemplified 
by Senator O'Mahoney of Wyoming. “Senator 
O’Mahoney voted against economy and for the 
wasteful pork-barrel. In almost the next breath 
he said: “...I have no doubt in the world that 
the record shows there is great waste. .. .” 
The current pork-barrel is now up to a joint 
conference committee of the Senate and House, 
after which it must be voted upon in each 
chamber again. Will enough Representatives and 
Senators stand up’to the pork-for-your-vote 
system of buying their complacence toward the 
waste of billions? Those who do not will be 
inconsistent with their professions of devotion 
either to economy or to good government. 
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An Erring Decision 


In these distraught times of loyalty oaths and 
witch hunts and suspicion on every hand, there 
is no better way to ruin a man’s reputation than 
to label him a Communist. If the charge is false, 
he has been done almost irreparable harm. 

He will be threatened, shunned by his neigh- 
bors and former friends, hounded constantly, as 
Some who have been accused of Communism 
have discovered. He will have extreme diffi- 
culty in holding a job. Even a murderer is likely 
to stand a better chance of finding an employer 
who will hire him. 

Consequently, we believe the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court erred when it ruled it is not 
libelous to print a false accusation that a man 
is a Communist. Its opinion was certainly in 
error when it held “there is no fundamental dif- 
ference” between Socialism and Communism. 
They are poles apart socially, philosophically, 
‘morally, historically and politically, as any So- 
cialist or Communist, or even many Democrats 
or Republicans, could have told the court. 

The Pennsylvania Supreme Court should have 
followed the lead of the United States Circuit 
of Appeals at Chicago, which pointed out in a 
similar case that the “label of Communist in

An Iowa Correspondent in The Economist, London 


Farm economists, mortgage bankers and 
insurance men in this corn belt State of 
Iowa feel that agriculture in this area is 
still\prosperous, with at least 75 per cent 
of the farmers able to ride out hard times, 
even though prices of farm products con- 
tinue their decline, which has already 
lasted two years. 


Though the realized net income of farm 
operators in the United States last year 
was 15 per cent lower than in 1948, 1949 
was still one of the best. years of. the 
century. Farm mort- 
gage debts have 
never been lighter, 
and rmers have 
mor and better 
buildings and ma- 
chinery than ever be- 
fore. That is true 
over the nation, and 
is still more true for 
this rich region. 

Nevertheless, the 
picture appears dif- 
ferent to under-capi- 
talized farmers; to >, LA 
Medal amet ieat.  c 
end on chattel mort- 
wanes and short-term Charles F. Brannan 
notes; and to officials of the Farmers Home 
Administration, which makes loans to 
needy farmers when banks will not. The 
latter see tighter credit, more distress 
sales, and y farmers caught with over- 
extended short-term debts and equipment. 
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Both Pictures Are Correct 


Both pictures are correct—one for the 
average, one for the marginal corn belt 
farmer. Iowa boasts much of the grade- 
A farm land in the country, as well 
as prosperous commercial and industrial 
cities and towns—yet in 1947 11 of its 99 
counties were the poorest in the country. 
All the 11 were in south-central Iowa, 
where per capita incomes were lower than 
the average for the State of Mississippi, 
which is generally reckoned to be the 
poorest in the Union. 


Ten years of good times have made pos- 
sible a revolution in farm living standards. 
bringing them up to city levels for those 
who can afford such conveniences as 
plumbing, lighting, and heating, and above 
city levels in refrigeration and use of 
power for transportation and odd jobs. 


The cost and depreciation of the equip- 
ment needed to maintain these standards 
are high, and make a farmer more vulner- 
able to price de¢lines than he was in the 
days when he was more nearly self-suf- 
ficient. Changes in farming techniques— 
the greater use of machinery, fertilizer, 
and hybrid seed—have increased the capi- 
tal required and the risk involved in farm- 
ing, as well as the efficiency and the yield 
in good times. 


It is harder to get started in farming 
now, and if the balance of prices continues 
to move against farmers, it will be harder 
for the marginal operator to hang on than 
in sfmpler times when farming took more 
brawn and legs business judgment and 
capital. 


Harder to Hang On Now 


This squeeze on the marginal farmer be- 
gan at a time when the Democratic Ad- 
ministration was searching for ways to 
revive the farmer-labor alliance which 
made the New Deal victories of the early 
1930s so sweeping, and which showed 
signs of reviving in the 1948 elections. 

The solution put forward by Charles F. 
Brannan, the Secretary of Agriculture, 
however, does not consist of aid to the 
marginal farmer. Instead, he proposes 
price support for farm products .at such 
high levels that even the marginal farmer 
will benefit somewhat, whilst the com- 
mercial farmers, who are more vocal and 
influential, will benefit vastly more. 

Consumefs would benefit, in spite of the 
heavy cost in taxes, by being allowed to 
buy surplus foods at market levels instead 


of seeing them burned or dumped or 
stored apparently in perpetuity —as at 
present. 


The farm organizations that oppose the 
Brannan plan also ignore the marginal 
farmenm Their concern is to keep price 
supports moderate enough to encourage 
normal economic adjustments by farmers 
and to avoid antagonizing a Congress 
elected overwhelmingly by consumers, by 
asking too much for farmers. 


At the moment the costly system of farm ' 


price supports reflects political realities 
and economic myths. The myths are that 
farming is somehow more fundamental 
than other industries, since everybody 
must eat, and that consequently an unpros- 
perous agriculture would lead straight to 
a general depression. y 


Rural Political Strength 


Some reasoning even reduces this legend 
to a mathematical formula. Farm income 
constitutes about one-seventh of the na- 
tional incomé, therefore, it is argued, a 
dollar in government payments to farmers 
will automatically generate $7 in general 
prosperity. The Des Moines Register ridi- 
culed this by proving that income from 
fisheries (and most other things) also 
varies with the national income, fisheries 
in fact more exactly than farming, only by 
a 1700 to 1 ratio instead of a mere 7 to 1, 
But there are few fishermen. 


There are 6,000,000 farmers, strategically 
distributed across the politically over-rep- 
resented rural areas of the country. Since 
the prolonged farm depression of the 
1920s, commercial farmers have become 


strongly organized both by regions and: 


commodities, a development that, in terms 
of political influence, has more than offset 
the fact that the actual number of farm 
voters has been declining while the total 
population grew rapidly. 

The truth is that bad times usually begin 
in the heavy industries and in construc- 
tion, which depend on the expected pros- 
perity of other industries, and hence are 
doubly sensitive to changes in economic 
climate or psychology. Farms produce for 
consumers, and farm output continues rela- 
tively unchanged in good times and bad, 
with swings only in unsupported prices. 


But there is one point at which farm 
prosperity or depression directly affects 
heavy industry. Farmers are' major con- 
sumers of steel and rubber, of farm ma- 
chinery, tractors, and tires, and the falling- 
off in actual purchases is nothing like so 
sharp’ as thé falling-off in plans to pur- 
chase. So far, at least, that is the measure 
of the touted “farm depression.” | 
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PICKING A COLLEGE COURSE

This\is the season of the year when high 
school seniors by the hundreds of thou- 
sands and their parents are thinking about 
picking a college and a college course. 
Costs and convenience and parental in- 
clinations and adolescent interests and in- 
stitutional reputations, even their athletic 
fame, are apt to weight the decision. 

Education for a life career is the main 
consideration, though, or should be. That 
is especially true for the boys. Among all 
the professional or business careers for 
which some college could train them, and 
for Which they may be fitted, which one 
offers the greatest opportunities? 

A recent Labor Department survey of- 
fers guidance here. 

There’s an oversupply now of chemists, 
journalists, personnel workers, pharmacists 
and engineers. There will be almost twice 
as many engineers graduated this year as 
there are engineering jobs in sight. 

There are more job opportunities than 
graduates in the fields of medicine, nurs- 
ing, dentistry and social work. The open- 
ing for college trained teachers won't 
nearly be filled this year or, apparently, 
for many years to come. 

Picking a college and a college course 
will always be something of a gamble. 


Between Book Ends 


“Important Body of Poetry” 


MID-CENTURY AMERICAN POETS, edited by John | 
Ara (New York, Twayne Publishers, Inc., Pgs., 


Both in plan and execution, this vol- 
ume is perhaps the most significant ex- 
isting anthology of the younger American 
poets. One of its excellences is its high 
degree of selectivity. Only 15 poets are 
represented; and although there will be 
inevitable quarrels as to the exclusions, 
and as to four or five of the poets includ- 
ed, there can be no doubt that the greater 
portion of this volume bears out the edi- 
tor’s opening statement that during the 
first half of our centufy “America has 
achieved an important body of poetry.” 

All of the poets included were born in 
the twentieth century. ‘None of them is 
older than 46, and one—Richard Wilbur— 
is only 29. Of the three PulitSer prize 
poets here presented, Robert Lowell is 33, 
Peter Viereck is 34, and Karl Shapiro is 
37. They are, then, “younger poets’— 
poets who have had time for achievement, 
and from whom many fruitful years may 

be confidently ex- 
‘pected. We need 

therefore to know 
their work. 

The editor, Mr. 
John Ciardi, asked 
each poet to choose 
the selections by 
which he wished to 
be represented, and 
to submit a state- 

y ment of his own po- 
etic principles. Asa 
result, the editor’s 
excellent intr oduc- 

tion, plus the 15 

brief essays. consti- 

tute a most valuable 
statement of what the poet of today is try- 
ing to do. 

Not all the poets chose to supply such 
a statement: Mr. Lowell asked instead 
that the review of his first book, which 
Randall Jarrell (another of the poets 
included) wrote for The Nation, be sub- 
stituted for an essay of: his own. And Mr. 
Shapiro supplied simply all of the rough 
drafts for his own recent poem, “The Min- 
ute.” The result, nevertheless, is a very 
important symposium. And because the 
poets have made their own selections, we 
are spared the whims of an anthologist. 

Most of the poets deal, in one way or 
another, with fhe charge of unintelligibility 
that has so often been made. Mr. Ciardi 
points out that these poets. want to be un- 
derstood, but that difficulty often inheres 
in the subject of the poem. He continues: 
“Valuable literature requires valuable con-

‘cept, and the language most easily appre- 


ciated by subscribers to our popular maga- 
zines is not by definition the language that 
best captures insights into man’s uncer- 
tain romance with the universe.” 

Like all good poetry, always, modern 
poetry requires what Mr. Wilbur calls 
“spiritual exertion.” The reader equipped 
and willing to make such an exertion will 
find fewer difficulties than enemies of 
modern poetry have led him to anticipate.

AFTER ABOUT 30 YEARS as Director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, a job from which he retired in February, Mr. Bald- 
win is a little tired of explaining that he is a special pleader for no 
one: that he simply stands for principles and, when they are at- 
tacked, he defends them, regardless of the political views or the 
skin color of the person who happens to be involved. If free speech 
were denied, say, to Herbert Hoover, Mr. Baldwin would rush into 
the battle with the same zeal that he would defend the right of some 


ragged and penniless radical. 


In each case, the principle and not 


the personality would govern Roger Baldwin's reaction. 
It may be boring to press the point, but plain as it is, it-is often 


misunderstood, both by conservatives and liberals. 


The latter, who 


are supposed to be devoted to civil rights, often go haywire when 
the application of a principle favors an individual or group to whom 
they are hostile. One example is that a good many so-called liberals 
wanted to stop Gerald L. K. Smith from speaking in St. Louis, on

A _ pessi- 
mistic view of life is one of sev- 
eral trends in the show, however, 
and is dominant, for instance, in 
Hubert Raczka’s crowded, oppres- 
sive ‘“Insignificance,” Robert 
Galaher’s “Circus Worker,” 
wrapped in Stygian murk, and 
John Myer’s gloomy, severe 
“Hallway.”

Good Foes 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (UP) 
~The National Boxing Associa- 
tion, issuing stern orders to all 
its champions, turned to ailing 
Heavyweight King Ezzard Charles 
today anc told him to report for 
a physical examination. 

The N.B.A.’s executive commit- 
tee said it wanted to find out 
whether the Negro battler from 
Cincinnati was well eno to de- 
fend his crown.

Col. Heinie Miller, executive 
secretary of the N.B.A., said the 
examination. would take place 
“very soon” and “probably” would 
be. performed »y an official of 
the Pennsylvania Boxing Commis- 
sion. 

“The examination will deter- 
mine Charles’s future activities 
and the date of his possible re- 
turn to the ring,” the N.B.A. an- 
nounced. j 

Warning to Champions. 

The committee also warned 
Charles and all other champions 
to stop selecting “mediocre oppo- 
sition for title bouts” and give 
logical contenders a shot at their 
crowns. 

Association President Fred J. 
Saddy said, “The N.B.A. will in- 
sist that champions behave like 
champions in every sense of the 
word.” 

Charles’s two postponements 
came in a scheduled champion- 
ship fight with Beshore at Buf- 
falo, N.Y. The first postpone- 
ment was because of a training 
injury. The second came after 
New York Boxing Commission 
hysicians reported that Charles 
ad hurt a heart muscle. 

The N.B.A.—which is not affili- 
ated with the New York Com- 
mission—said it heard detailed 
repaérts .on Charles’s condition, 
“including a declaration by Cin- 
einnati physicians that the cham- 
pion is now able to resume light 
training.” 

In view of the conflicting re- 
ports the committee said Charles 
should appear before N.B.A. phy- 
sicians so the association will 
have its own physical examination 
on which to base a course for his 
future ring career.

Despite his retirement, he re- 
mained close to football and, in 
fact, watched a Tech spring prac- 
tice scrimmage on the day before 
his death. 

Among the many honors he

His seventh ride on Hill Prince 
~Saturday’s running of the Wood 
Memorial—convinced Arcaro that 
Christopher T. Chenery’s deep- 
chested bay was the colt most 
likely to give him his fifth Derby 
Victory. Hill Prince drummed 
through on the inside on the final 
bend and beat Middleground by 
two lengths in the Jamaica race. 
He Can Go the Route. 
Chenery’s colt finished in 1:43 
3-5—the best time recorded 
for the mile-and-a-sixteenth Wood 
since Count Fleet won it in 1:43 
in 1943.

William Pollock, general secre- 
tary-treasurer, said in a financial 
statement that the union’s assets 
stood at $3,812,421 on Feb. 28, 
1950, as compared to $1,887,400 
on Feb. 29, 1948. 

The report also showed two- 
year receipts of $11,420,810 and 
disbursements during the same 
period of $11,308,831. Pollock 
said the money was derived from 
per capita taxes paid to the in- 
ternational union and veluntary 


assessments.

“Out the window,” Finnegan re- 
plied.

The body struck the ground 35 
feet east of the hospital’s receiv- 
ing room entrance and 15 feet 
from the north side of the build- 
ing.

To quote from 
the preface, “One engaging a 
journeyman carpenter may have 
no right to expect the latter to 
be a proficient joiner or cabinet 
maker, but at least he has a right 
to expect his employe to know 
how to use hammer, saw and 
plane. Our high school students 
and college freshmen — journey- 
men in grammar—lack precisely 
the hammer-saw-plane technique.” 
The approach taken in the 
book is more to the mind ofa 
child. But I think all of us have 
something of the child in us, and 
reading this booklet is quite the 
most delightful method I have 
found of learning grammar or of 
reviving the grammar whe once 
knew and have forgotten.

FINALLY THERE IS a new 
collection of Edwin Markham’s 
poems, collected and arranged by 
Charles L. Wallace.

Making French Dressing 
By Edith M. Barber 


$6 E have been arguing-—as 
W usually happens when a 
group of us interested in. 
food get together—and this time 
about salad dressings. We want 
your opinion. Should even the 
least bit of sugar be used in a 
French dressing? Am I not right 
when I say that sugar is never 
used in France?” 

The answer is that. the read- 
er who asked the above questions 
is probably right. It is difficult 
to speak for any whole nation, as 
you must know. When fine olive 
oil and a wine vinegar are used, 
sugar is not necessary. But then 
neither are any other seasonings 
except salt and pepper and per- 
haps a few mixed delicate herbs, 
those which the French call 
“Fines.” Those which are gen- 
erally available in our ‘markets in 
fresh form are parsley and chives. 


If dried herbs are used, just a 
very little rosemary with tarra- 
gon, thyme with sweet marjoram, 
chervil with sweet basil, com- 
bined with the parsley and chives 
are indicated. If you are fond of 
garlic, a peeled clové may be al- 
lowed to stand in the dressing 10 
or 15 minutes, but no longer. 

If on the other hand, you pre- 
fer a bland oil to olive oil, then 
you will need more seesoning, 
and this is when I like a dash of 
sugar, as it seems to tie-the other 


things together, as well as to. 


sweeten the vinegar a little. A 
flavored vinegar such as tarra- 
gon, garlic or others will, of 
course, replace one of the season- 
ings. You will note that only a 
small amount of vinegar is used 
in the authentic French dressing 
and not too much in the second 
recipe. Many persons use vin- 
egar with too lavish a hand in- 
salad dressings. 
Authentic French Dressing. 


One teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon freshly ground black 
pepper, three-fourths cup olive 
oil, two tablespoons wine vinegar 
(about), three teaspoons mixed 
fresh herbs. 

Method I: Mix vinegar with 
seasonings and herbs. Allow to 


stand 10 to 15 minutes. Mix well 
and beat in olive oil. 

‘Method II: Add seasonings and 
herbs to oil. Allow to stand 10 
to 15 minutes. Mix well. Pour 
over mixed salad greens. Toss 
and then stir in the vinegar. 

Les Fines Herbes which com- 
bine well aye: Rosemary with tar- 
ragon, thyme with marjoram, 
chervil with basil, minced parsley 
and minced chives or sweet onion 
with any combination of delicate 
herbs. , 

Garlic in salads: A peeled clove 
of garlic may be added with the 
herbs to either the oil or vinegar 
and removed at the end of 10 or 
15 minutes. ~ 

French-American Dressing. 

One-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one-half 
teaspoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
dry mustard, one-half teaspoon 
paprika, one teaspoon minced 
onion, two tablespoons mild vine- 
gar, one-half cup salad oil, one 
peeled clove. garlic, if desired. 

Measure seasonings into pint 
jar. Add vinegar and oil. Fasten 
top and shake until throughly 
mixed. If garlic is used, add peeled 
clove with other ingredients. Let 
stand at least 15 minutes. Remove 
garlic and shake. If desired, the 
ingredients may be mixed in a 
bowl and thoroughly beaten to 
blend. The addition of a small 
piece of ice ‘will make the dress- 
ing blend more quickl Herb 
flavored vinegar suchas tarra- 
gon, dill or basil may’be used in 
the dressing or two tablespoons 
fresh mixed herbs or one teaspoon 
mixed dried herbs may be added 
with unflavored vinegar. If gar- 
lic vinegar is used, replace only 
half the amount of vinegar indi- 
cated in the recipe with this un- 


jless you like thé stronger flavor. 


Note: Other combinations of 
herbs besides those mentioned 
above may be used, but they 
should be added in very small 
amounts until you find a blend of 
flavors that you like. If garlic 
salt or onion salt is used to re- 
place the fresh products, reduce 
the amount of salt indicated in 
the recipe until after the dressing 
has been tasted.

A workers’ dinner. meeting for the Cardinal Glennon Memorial 
Hospital fer Children was held Wednesday, April 12, at the Sheraton. 
The non-sectarian character of the campaign was emphasized in two 
stirring spontaneous appeals by Robert Coe and Alvin Wolff. 


Wolff told of being a member of a group visiting displaced persons 
camps in Europe, seeking to alleviate distress. The group was granted an 
audience by the Pope, where His Holiness blessed them, not as a Jewish 
mission but as workers in a humanitarian cause. 


Coe, a Protestant, emphasized that the current campaign (offi- 
cially launched today) is of @ non-sectarian nature, a memorial to @ 
greaf man whose life was dedicated te doing good. 


The main speaker at this Cardinal Glennon campaign dinner was the 
Reverend Lloyd A. Sullivan, Archdiocesan representative. A certain por- 
tion of Father Sullivan’s remarks was indelibly etched on my mind. It con- 
cerned how we are taught that evil should be avoided and that good should 
be done. Further, most of us recognize the importance of avoiding evil. 
Too many, however, neglect the positive action of doing good. 


That thought hit home with me. Conscientious as we are, none of 
us can be expected to be infallible on the matter of right or wrong. 
But each of us has the power to emphasize good. There is not one of 
us who isn't privileged, through individual contact or through giving 
material aid in a variety of worthy causes, to accomplish some good 


every day. 


Thinking of “accomplishing good” TI recalled Eddie Cantor's inspira 
tional talk at the U.J.A. dinner the night previous. Cantor's close friend, 
Augustus Busch Jr., was among the many non-Jewish personages present, 
When Mr. Cantor finished his eloquent appeal, Mr. Busch announced that 
his board of directors, of the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Company, had voted 
a gift of $10,000. On his own responsibility, he was doubling that 
amount. Stimulated by this generous response, 149 people present pledged 


a total of $693,123. 


A story told by Eddie Cantor during his address illustrates the 
similarity of his and Father Sullivan's thinking. 


Eddie told of visiting a D.P. children’s camp in Europe, where his 
group had brought food to the youngsters. He noticed a smal] girl, apart 
from the group, who was not partaking of the food seized upon so raven- 
ously by. the other boys and girls. He walked over to the tiny, sad-looking 
child and asked her what she wanted. Her answer came in two words 
which Mr. Cantor said he’d never forget. They were “Love me.” 


Eddie Cantor's two words “Love me,” and Father Sullivan's advice 
to “place the emphasis on doing good” are synonymous. Lending a 
helping hand to those in need, bringing light through love-to areas 
made dark by hate, grasping the chance te work and give te a 
worthy cause—however and whenever you can—this is doing good.

As Elmer Wheeler has aptly phrased it, “Never offer a 
prospect a choice between something and nothing.” Suppose 
you are at a soda fountain, ordering a malted milk. 

“Do you want an egg in your malted milk?” inquires 
the clerk. | 

This is a “something versus nothing” choice. Probably 
nine times out of ten, the customer will decline the egg. 

“Will you have 2 eggs or one in your malted milk?” 
inquires the live wire clerk. , 

A majority of persons will then take at least one egg! 
This method is simply an example of the minor decision. 
The live wire soda clerk begs the question entirely of 
whether you want any eggs at all, but keeps the customer's 
attention focussed on the matter of how many eggs he prefers.

Miss Zora 
Neale Hurston, distinguished au- 
thor of seven books published in 
six languages, is presently em- 
ployed as:a maid. 

You won’t find the reason why 
in Who’s ‘Who, which carries a 
lengthy sketch of her career: And 
no, she isn’t down on her luck. 


Why, then, is she working as a 
maid? The answer is not lack of 
funds. Nor is she seeking public- 
ity. Miss Hurston, who is 42 years 
old, explains it briefly. She is 
getting a needed change of pace. 


“You can use your mind only 
so long,” she smiles. “Then you 
have to use your hands. It’s just 
the natural thing. I was born with 
a skillet in my hands. I like to 
cook and keep house. Why 
shouldn’t [ do it for somebody 
else awhile? 

“A writer has to stop writing 
every now and then and live a 
little. You know what I mean.” 

Miss Hurston believes she is 
temporarily ‘written out.” An 
eighth novel and three new short 
stories are now in the hands of 
her agents and she feels it would 
be sensible to “shift gears” for a 
few months, 

There is no question of her 
standing among writers. She has 
sold stories to several magazines, 
including the Saturday Evening 
Post—toughest of all to crack.

, What’s the Origin? 
THE word “score” has caused 
Q a lot of speculation in my 
*English class. Will you 
please Colby-ize it for us?—Mrs. 
H.T J. 

A. Let us begin with the origi- 
nal Middle English word scor, ‘“‘a 
notch cut on a stick.” Centuries 
ago, when trading was very ele- 
mental, buyers and sellers kept a 
record of a transaction by scoring 
(notching) one edge of a piece of 
wood. The notches represented 
the number of hides, cattle or 
other goods sold or traded. The 
stick was split lengthwise so that 
the notches on each piece cor- 
responded exactly, the buyer tak- 
ing one piece, and the seller keep- 
ing the other. Thus no later dis- 
pute could arise, for each party 
to the transaction could prove his 
score correct by simply fitting the 
split pieces together again. 

Such a scored stick was also 
called a talley, from the Latin 
talea,”“‘a stick of wood.” 


= 


From the ancient practice of 
scoring (notching) a talley (stick) 
have come the modern words 
score and talley in all their fig- 
urative and extended meanings. 

However, the fox hunters’ cry, 
“tally-ho!” has a different, though 
somewhat uncertain, origin. It 
probably is the English form of 
the French taiaut, pronounced ta- 
ee-OH. It is the cry of a dog 
handler when he sights the fox. 
The cry is intended to urge on 
the hounds. 

Q. What is the explanation of 
the word “quick,” in the Biblical 
phrase “the quick and the dead’’? 
—D.M. 


A. The word quick, which now 
means “swift; prompt,” originally 
meant “Jiving.” 

Q. What is the origin of the 
expression “weighed in the bal- 
ance and found wanting,’ and 
why “balance’?—M.M. 

A. Balance is from the Latin 
bilanx, “having two scales or plat- 
ters.” The first device for weigh- 
ing was the familiar hanging 


scales, usually pictured now as - 


the symbol of Justice. The ex- 
pression is found in Daniel 5, 
27: “Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, and art found wanting.” 


Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


READER complains: “The 
A experts are always telling us 

that we meld too much. But 
you have to meld something, 
sometime. Just how many cards 
should we keep in our hands, 
and how many can we safely 
meld?” 

Well, circumstances alter cases 
and the circumstances vary from 
hand to hand. It depends on 
how many cards partner and op- 
ponents are holding, how many 
cards are in the discard pile, how 
far advanced the play is. Sup- 
pose you have this hand: 


Your side needed: 50 for its ini- 
tial meld, and your partner made 
it with a meld of K-K-K-2. The 
play has ‘just begun; there are 
only seven cards in the discard 
pile when your turn comes. You 
have just drawn. 

First you add your king, to part- 
ner’s meld. You don’t always 
udd cards to your melds just be- 
cause you are able to do so, but 
you don’t overlook an opportunity 
to give your side at least one 


“canasta base” of four natural 
cards as soon as possible. 

The next question is, do you 
meld the sevens? To do so would 
give you a second meld, and it’s 
always worth while to have at 
least two different melds working 
for you. Furthermore, you have 
four natural sevens and to meld 
them would give you a second 
canasta base. 

On the other side of the ledger 
is the fact that melding your 
four sevens would reduce you to 
a six-card hand. Your partner is 
already down to seven cards. The 
opponents have full hands. They 
would have the advantage toward 
getting the pack. 

In this case, it is better to save 
the sevens for another round. 
Discard a five (you don’t need 


_ Pairs, since the pack is not froz- 


en). As a rule of thumb, though 
subject to countless exceptions, 
a seven-card hand is about the 
least you should keep as long as 
you are playing to get the pack 
and not to go out quickly. 


Question: May a player who has 
only one card in his hand go out 
by melding one card and discard- 
ing? Some friends insist you 
must have a three-card meld. 

Answer: If you have made a Ca- 
nasta (or can now complete one) 
you can go out with any meld. 
Confusion may arise from two 
rules that apply to other cases: 
With only one card in your hand 
you may not take a one-card pack; 
and, not having completed a ca- 
nasta, you may not meld your last 
card.

But she isn’t touching her type- 
writer these days. After work- 
ing hours, she reads and sits by 
Biscayne ‘Bay. She wahts to be 
in good shape for returning to 
Honduras this fall. That’s the 
next big item on her agenda. 

Miss Hurston once sold a lavish 
houseboat to finance a year-long 
expedition into the interior of 
that “forgotten paradise.” Now 
she wants to go back, if only to 
complete her study of the castle 
of San Fernando at Omoa, a 
fabulous fifteenth century for- 
tress with walls up to 20 feet 
thick. 

Her headquarters, as_ before, 
will be the Caribbean port of 
Puerto Cortes. From there she 
hopes to venture again into the 
uncharted mountain jungles 
where pillaging Spaniards came 
to grief centuries ago. 

Then she will return, either to 
Florida or New York, to finish 
her next book. “It really doesn’t 
matter where I do my writing,” 
she’ll tell you. 

An enemy of sham and quack- 
ery, the novelist has firm ideas of 
her own about her place and the 
place of the Negro people in con- 
temporary _ society. Extremists 
and leftists in the Negro commu- 
nity have blasted her long and 
hard for these opinions, but to her 
the opinions endure. 

“If you do well today all that 
you are permitted to do, tomorrow 
you will be entrusted with some- 
thing better,” she believes. 

Progress doesn’t come from 
passing laws, she argues. “What 
all the races must realize is that 
the lot of us is here to stay. We 
aren't going anywhere.” 

Accomplishment is_ respected, 
she holds, while professional do- 
gooders perform “negligible serv- 
ice’ to minority groups. 

“There are some among my 
people who regard me as a mon- 
key wrench in the machinery, a 
traitor in the struggle of the 
Negro to triumph over prejudice,” 
she says. 

“I’m sorry they don’t under- 
stand. They hear the agitators 
proclaim that privileges can be 
legislated. I say you have to earn 
them, and that isn’t so popular.”

It is easy tu see that at this 
table North’s failure to open the 
bidding with one diamond was 
directly responsible for the bad 
score going to his side. A dia- 
mond lead by South would have 
resulted in five quick diamond 
tricks and two clubs for the de- 
fenders. 

At the next table, the bidding 
took quite a different turn:

West opened his fourth-highest 
heart—and now it was South who 
ran off the first eight tricks, 
dropping West’s diamond queen 
in two leads, running the entire 
diarhond suit and then collecting 
two club tricks.

DEAR FRIENDS

NE day at the Dutch Treat 
Club I heard that sweet 
voiced Irishman, Morton 
Downey, sing a song that was 
new to me. It was called “Take 
My Hand, Precious Lord,” and 
was a song of deep spiritual 
praise that must have gushed 
from the heart of the composer.

strolling minstrels loped up and 
down dowdy streets in fair 
weather and foul, gathering 
just enough coins to live on.

At first, things did not work 
out easily.
